Boston, November 29. 

A fire last night destroyed the ¢x- 
tensive establishment of the American 
Rubber company, East Cambridge, 
together with valuable machinery and 
a large quantity of stock and Manu- 
factured garments. The total loss is 
$500,000. On stock $200,000, ma-
